When the recovery has progressed

gram will show such definite results 
that the American people will declare 
it to be their permanent policy. But 
that wnsn't the issue today. The issue 
was merely patriotic support of the 
best program the government could 
produce to meet the emergency. And

were returning to their

Shreveport after a visit in Lonoke, 
Ark. 
Both were "beating their way" 


on a freight train. 


Special Agent Cartwright put the 


two brothers off at Gurdon. They 
caught the freight again and rode on 
into Prescott where another attempt 
by Carlwright was made to put the 
two brothers off the train. 


Shooting Follows Fight 


Cartwright's second attempt led to 


an argument. Cartwright 
said 
the 


elder Anderson attacked him with a 
club,.andnhat he fired in self defense. 
Anderson's bfother denied the attack. 


The Sheriff's department at Prescott 


told The Star that Cartwright was 
being held on a murder charge, al- 
though he was not placed in jail. A 
further investigation into the killing 
is being made, the

Judges Are Denied 
FederalAid Funds 


State R e s p o n s i b l e for 


Highway Money, Rhyne 


Declares 


LITTLE ROCK—James R. Rhync, 


state highway director, Wednesday in- 
formed representatives of the Arkan- 
sas County Judges association that no 
part of the emergency 
federal 
aid 


highway money allotted to Arkansas 
can be turned over to the county 
judges to be used on county roads as 
they see fit. 


The county judges asked that the 25 


per cent of the fund earmarked for 
improvement of feeder roads be turn- 
ed over to the county judges. 


Mr. Rhync said the federal law and 


regulations require the state to assume 
responsibility for maintenance of all 
roads on which the emeregnecy fed- 
eral funds are expended and that in 
view of that requirement the money 
cannot be released for expenditure 
without state supervision. 


He said it is planned to distribute 


the money allotted to feeder roads as 
evenly as possible throughout the 
state, but that most of it will have 
to be spent on secondary roads on the 
state highway system but not on the 
federal aid system. 


The new emergency federal aid al- 


lotment for Arkansas is approximate- 
ly J6,700,000, of which 50 per cent will 
be used to complete gaps on federal 
aid highways; 25 per cent to build 
continuations 
of 
state 
highways 


through cities and towns, and 25 per 
cent to improve feeder roads. 


The Highway Commission Wednes- 


day awarded contracts for four con- 
struction jobs included in the 1932 
emergency federal aid program and 
considered several other projects on 
which bids probably will be received 
July 28. 


Two projects for black topping new 


gravel dumps on highway 70 between 
Little Rock and Memphis and 
one 


project for placing an asphaltic sur- 
face on two miles of highway 67 be- 
tween Prescott and Arkadelphia were 
withdrawn and contracts 
were not 


awarded.

1 Southern Democrats separate on but 
one thing. They have always done 
| it and perhaps always will. Ever since 
I can remember I have met people 
from our Northern states who claimed 
to be died-in-the-wool Democrats that 
have chided me for being a dry. 


They say up there all Democrats, 


or practically all, are wet as the At- 
Jantic ocean, and we who have watch- 
ed matters see this is largely true. 
New York has been 
a Democratic 


state Tor many years, and absolutely 
refused to give the federal govern- 
ment any assistance toward enforce- 
ment of the 18th amendment. In New 
York, where our president hails from, 
the amount of lawlessness has been 
fearful for years and years, 
and 


especially have they refused to as- 
sist in liquor control. This is true of 
New Jersey and others. 


We separate from 
our Northern 


brothers on this question of liquor 
because of our large colored popula- 
tion. We have seen what a beast 
liquor will make of the negro and 
we want none of it. We are none too 
trustful of the negro at best and when 
he gets' his hide full of liquor it is 
ten times worse. Our wettest friends 
here in Hempstead county will agree 
with me that since we have been dry 
trouble from liquor in the negro has 
been at a minimum. No unnamable 
crimes have been committed among 
us. You see very few colored people 
getting drunk. There are a few, but 
comparably they are few. Our colored 
people are 
now 
more law-abiding 


with respect to liquor than us white 
folks in this Southern country, and 
we should be ashamed; we should 
actually be ashamed. 


During my day I have had a varied 


experience, raised on a farm, became 
a bricklayer, learned to make brick 
by hand, became a railroad 
man, 


worked before the mast on a Loco- 
motive ten years, was an engineer 
four years, became partially deaf, had 
to quit, started a brick-making plant, 
sold it, was a general contractor, again 
went back to the brick yard, and here 
I am now. 


My experience has s'hown that the 


wets are just about the most unreas- 
onable, intolerant of all of us com- 
bined. Many times of a Monday morn- 
ing when a brick job should be rush-

At the foot of the Del Car- 


.men mountains nestles the 
little town 
of 
Bouquillas, 


Mexico. It is a sleepy, sun- 
baked hamlet of a half dozen 
adobe houses on the Mexican 
side of the Rio Grande, and 
just across the river from the 
Big Bend country of Texas, 
the nation's Jast frontier. 


Off to the east of Bouquillas lie the 


Palomas )nountains',in which hide Can-i 
dalario Baeza and his band of Mexi- 
can outlaws. 


Twenty years ago Candalario Baeza 


was a dreamy-eyed private 
in the 


rebel army of Pancho Villa. By 1916, 
when Villa was dairing across the 
border and his name was on every 
tongue, Candalario was one of his 
trusted captains—a captain who was 
noted for his cruelty and fearlessness, 
who killed to display his prowess by 
suspending rocks from 
strings 
and 


clipping the strings with his 45-caliber 
pistol at 50 paces. 


When Villa was kiled near Parral, 


Coahuila, Candelario fled with 
the 


remnant of the band into the Palomas 
mountains. There he was—and still is 
—protected by nature from almost 
any kind of attack the Mexican gov- 
ernment chooses to launch against 
him. 


New Forays Awaited 


Frequently, in the years that have 


rolled by, Candalario and his band 
have ridden forth from their moun- 
tain fastness to raid again and some- 
times they have crossed the border 
into the Big Bend country. Bolder 
now, 
since U. S. troops have been 


withdrawn from the army post at 
Marfa, Texas—as evidenced by his re- 
cent 
kidnaping of 
two 
American 


ranchers—he is expected to make new 
forays into the Big Bend, and i-anch- 
eres are on the alert. 


Idolizing Villa, Candalario has at- 


tempted to pattern his course after 
him and set himself up as somewhat 
of a Mexican Robin Hood by taking 
from the rich and giving to the poor. 


He and his band would thunder into 


Mexican villages, plunder the rich of 
corn and provisions and deliver a por- 
tion of it among the wretched hovels 
where the poor live in Coahuila. Men

being said about temperance, the 18th 
amendment, prohibition, :).2, etc. and 
it seems to me that a great many peo- 
ple either arc not informed or are 
talking without thinking, that I am 
prompted to write this letter. 


However, I want to say that at the 


outset, there is nothing personal in- 
what I have to say. 1 think any worth 
while cause is far greater than those 
personalities that make the issue a 
conflict between individuals. It will 
be my policy in this letter to quote 
authorities rather than give my opin- 
ions. Our opinions must 
be

upon facts. I feel that there are some 
facts that many people do not have, 
but are essential to the proper eval- 
uating of the present temperance sit- 
uation and to vote intelligently July 
18th.

They dealt slern 
but impartial justice to outlaws from 
both sides of the river and establish- 
ed a policy of "an eye fur an eye" 
which eventually brought feeble raids.
